court at Morenci 
and 
held a commission 
as deputy sheriff 
from Sheiiff 
English 
Len 
Scott 
was constable of 
Morenci 
precinct 
having been elected in 1908 
The immediate cause of the shoot ¬ 
ing was a quarrel between the two 
men 
on the 
Main 
street of 
New 
Town shortly after daylight

The large gray moths seen flying 
about the lights 
in the 
evenings 
now 
are not the 
codling 
moths 
They are the 
adult forms of the 
worms that are eating the leaves oi 
your cottonwoods 
and making ugly 
looking webs in the trees 
The 
codling 
moth 
is very touch 
smaller 
flies principally at night 
and has not come forth 
as a moth 
yet 
At least I have not seen any 
this year 
They usually appear a 
week or ten days after the hrst ap- 
ple 


¬ 
trees 
lose the petals from the 
flowers 
They 
immediately 
com 
mence laying eggs on or near the 
blossoms or young fruit 
In about 
a week the egg hatches into a very 
small light colored worm 
Because of its enemies 
the young 
worm is obliged to find shelter 
The 
best hiding place is the bud end of 
the 
settintr fruit 
From 
80 
per 
cent 
to 
BO per cent 
of 
the 
first 
generation of worms enter the fruit 
from this end 
All 
those 
worms 
that do not succeed 
in entering 
a 
fruit at once wander around until 
starvation 
birds or poison 
put an 
end to them 
The beat wav to noison them is to 
shoot some poison into the open end 
of the flower or young fruit immed- 
iately

You should spray it on with 
great force or it will do no good
